Burrell Haselrig, Jr., chairman of the 
Exploratory Draft Colin Powell for Presi- 
dent Committee, confesses he has never 
met the nation's former chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff 

. Yet, he is convinced that Gen, Powell 
is running for the Republican nomination 
for president. “But he just can't say it," 
Haselrig explained to this reporter in an 
exclusive interview. “And, we can't ever 
meet until he officially decides (to run).” 

This, of course, could be more sooner 
than later. Powell has begun a 22-city 
tour to promote his forthcoming 
autobiography ‘My American Journal 
and to gage the pulse of the nation on 
such topics as affirmative action, the 
deficit, inner city violence, the war in 
Bosnia -- and presumably his chances of 
obtaining the presidency of the United 
States. 

Powell is shaking up the political es- 
tablishment by just being there. Two 
reasons seem to give a Powell presiden- 
tial run a following, even though his politi- 
cal aspirations are heretofore unofficial 

One reason is that loyalty to the two- 
party system is waning and, according to 
a U.S. News and World Report, because 
of that dilemma, “Powell's stature is 
rising like a balloon riding the hot air over 
Washington." 

The second is because the nation is, 
the article continued, "starving for leader- 
ship and Powell oozes with leadership 
qualities.” In the words of George Ham- 
mell, a white, retired Army command ser- 


geant major from Columbus, Ga,, "You. 


know, | hope Powell gets elected presi 
dent. He's the only one | know who could 
bring this country together. Hell, even the 
rednecks would vote for him." 

In a recent U.S. News national poll, 
Powell's approval ratings have climbed 
steadily from 62 percent to 71 percent of 
registered voters, while his disapproval 
ratings have fallen from 11 percent to just 
under five percent. And, although he has 
never run for public office, the polls also 
say that 50 percent of the Republican 
respondents and 44 percent of both the 
Democrat and Independent respondents 
say Powell should run for president 

Further, in a three-way race with 
President Clinton and Senate-Majority

Blacks, whites divided

It's all over, and yet it's not over. "The 
Trial of the Century," the O.J. Simpson 
double-murder trial, ended Oct. 3 when a 
jury of his peers found him not guilty of 
killing his ex-wife Nicole Brown Simpson 
and her friend. Ronald Goldman on Ju 
12, 1994. But the tria! continues to be a 
topic of conversation -- and disagree 
ment -- between Americans of different 
races 

The way the country reacted to the 
swiftly delivered verdict differed enor- 
mously along racial lines. Most Blacks 
jubilantly cheered the verdict while most 
whites reacted in disgust and disbelief 
National polls say 70 percent of Blacks 
feel justice was served; whites feel 
Simpson got away with murder 

The Call and Post conducted a local 
survey to see if what the national polls are 
saying rings true in Columbus. Sure 
enough, every Black person that was 
asked about the trial feels Simpson is 
innocent and deserved to be acquitted 
and every white person feels Simpson is 
guilty and that the justice system failed

“| think the jury system worked this 
time," said African-American lawyer John 
Waddy Jr. "From an evidentiary point of 
view, there was reasonable doubt and 
they found that justice has no time 
parameters. Justice should be swift when 
a man's freedom is at risk." 

There was no proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt that he was guilty, 
agreed Dr. Rita Chambers, coordinator of 
the Ohio State University Minority 
Scholars Program. “If (Simpson) had 
been found guilty, | think it would have 
been a slap in the face for African 
Americans. It would have said that 
women and minorities will always be 
relegated to secondary citizenship." 

Lenora Johnson, a Black native of Los 
Angeles who now lives in Columbus 
grew up with two of the African-American 
females who-served on the heavily se- 
questered Simpson jury. She feels her 
friends did the right thing by acquitting 
Simpson. "| feel that he was given a fair 
hearing by a jury of his peers. The jury 
looked at the evidence. They did exactly 
what Judge (Lance) Ito told them to do," 
said Johnson. 

Johnson, like many Americans, feels 
the media sensationalized the trial. She

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Subtle racism by the media 
is the most dangerous kind 


Dear Editor 

| find myself continually angered 
by Columbus media's (Dispatch 
and TV news) one-sided presenta- 
tion of the Rost family and their 
adoption. obstacles. Although the 
particular situation may seem unfair 

and | truly empathize with their 
personal pain -- my letter does not 
respond to the specifics of this 
case; nor is it meant to be a com- 
mentary on the current problems of 
the adoption process as a whole 


Rather, my anger and this 
editorial letter speaks to the media's 
negiectof presenting the other 
perspective; the long history of 
family suffering of indigenous 
Americans, and the need for the 
1978 Indian Child Welfare Act 
((CWA). These realities cannot be 
swept aside. The fact that such is- 
sues have not been addressed by 
the media shows' |professional 
negligence 


Not once have | seen the local 
mainstream media attempt to ex- 
plain to the public what the ICWA is, 
or to contemplate the complex his- 
tory and reasons why the law came 
into being. | have heard nothing of 
how, for hundreds racist system has 
torn apart the fabric of Native cul- 
tures and families, marginalizing 
these peoples to the poorest lands 
in our nation 


Rich ancient cultures have been 
nearly destroyed by the forced at- 
tendance of Indian children to 
government and church boarding 
schools, For generations children 
have been ripped away from loving 
parents-because social workers 
deemed their forced poverty on 
reservations as an “unfit" environ- 
ment. The history of indiscriminate 
removal of Indian children from their 
homes (to be adopted by white 
families) is something which con- 
tinued until the passage of the Wel- 
fare Act 


Given the history of our 
government's fraudulent actions 
contradicting treaties and laws con- 
cerning Native American land 
rights, sovereignty and self-deter- 
mination; any current action which 
whittles away at existing legal 
protection is dangerous. (Even a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling affirming 
the sovereign status of indigenous 
{Cherokee] nations did not protect 
Native Americans from the 1830 In- 
dian Removal Act nor the 1835 
treaties which surrendered land 
claims east of the Mississippi -- 
leading to the infamous Trail of 
Tears.) The ICWA is one law which 
protects Native Americans against 
a whole system which has attacked 
the very foundation of their exist- 
ence, We must not be so naive to 
think that history cannot repeat it- 
self; therefore the ICWA must 
remain intact 


Representative Pryce’s attempt 
to correct the Rost family's pain by 
attempting to introduce a legislative 
“answer” is shortsighted and 
wrong. Writing "non-ambitious 
legislation” on the percentage of 
ancestry which is legally acceptable 
to be defined as one “race” or 
another (1/32, 1/64, etc...) will not 
correct the broader issues

Historical manipulation of legis 
atian to definé “race” underscores 
the reality that the system of racial 
categorization is a political defini 
tion which changes with time and 
social pressures. (Notice that there 
is no definition of what constitutes 
being “white.") While | am against 
the existing legal quandary of defin- 
ing: "race" for political and social 
reasons. 1m not sure what-ihe solu- 
tion to_this falsehood is. Whatever 
the solution may be, it's very com 
plex and should not be addressed 
on only one level or in reaction to 
one particular circumstance 


Since several Indian tribes do 
have federally recognized national 
sovereignty within U.S. borders, it 
appears that, in all legal issues such 
as this one, it is their decision as to 
whom can or cafinot claim citizen- 
ship of their nations; and therefore 
to whom the rights, responsibilities 
and protection of tribal citizenship 
belongs. Congressional legislation 
which attempts to avert Native 
sovereignty can only be a step back 
for all J 

The legal controversy surround- 
ing these girls’ adoption isn't about 
the Rost family and what we may 
feel is fair. tis about the sovereignty 
of Indian nations and their legal 
ability to protect their own tribes and 
families. It is not a personal attack 
against one family. It is about the 
destructuring of the system of 
racism within our nation: The media 


has! a responsibility to investigate 
this side of the debate. Again, just 
appealing to people's emotions is 
irresponsible 


In fact, | find this biased jour 
nalism inflammatory because it of- 
fers no perspéctive other than 
playing on heightened emotions. It 
becomes all too easy for the 


majority of people to see only the 
personal “injustice” happening to 
the Rost family -- rather than allow- 


ing us to see the system of racism 
which exists behind the situation 
By personalizing the situation, the 
Columbus media is-subily ~ or-not 
50 subtly -- supporting the main- 
tenance of a racist perspective 


And | believe that subtle racism 
is the most dangerous and insidious 
form of racism which exists. Its 
danger lies in the ease with which 
we can harbor an all-too-frequent 
public and personal denial. For in- 
stance, it is difficult for many of us 
within the majority, who abhor in- 
dividual acts of racism, to acknow 
ledge the affects of the system of 
racism on a personal level 


With all of this said, | feel a great 
sense of sadness because | doubt 
the mainstream media in Columbus 
will ever respond to my challenge 
and present another perspective on 
this child custody case. However 
unpopular my views may be. | know 
| am not alone

Much has been made of the brevity of their delibera 
lions -- lass than four hours. But at least one juror has 
said that they had been in the trial for nine months; they 
all generally knew what they felt about the evidence they 
had been given 

Las Angeles District Attorney Gili Garcett) arqued -- as 
did many who did not like the verdict that "emotion 
overlapped reason.” But that demonstrates a lack of 
respect for the jury 

It is disturbing that many white commentators, in their 
rush to accuse the jurors of making a racial decision, have 
failed to note the discrepancies in the prosecution's case 

discrepancies which could result in a "not guilty" verdict 
After all, th was no murder weapon found: none of the 
alleged bloody clothes -- except one sock, one bloody 
glove and a knit cap -- were ever recovered; the coroner's 
office had done sloppy work in examining the two bodies 
ev n improperly handled by the police; and 
the prosecution even had to revise its own time line of 
events because credible witnesses demonstrated that the 
murders could not have taken place when pr cutors 
said they did 

And, of course, there were real questions of police 
misconduct in this case — police misconduct that was not 
confined to Mark Fuhrman. The fact that the police officers 
scaled the wail of the Simpson estate and found the most 
damaging evidence without a search warrant -- and then 
used the lame excuse that they had been attempting to 
inform him of his wife's death, and were concerned for his

Safety -- was questionable from the beginning, but was 
allowed by all judges reviewing the case 

And even though the jury did not hear Mark Fubrman’s 
repeated vicious slurs -- including the one where he 
wished to "burn all niggers” -- it was clear that Fuhrman’s 
credibitty-was- damaged-by-what-they -were-allowed to 
hear And the jury apparently believed that the sock and 
the bloody glove may have been planted in order to 
incriminate Simpson @ belie! that. was cenainly not 
outside the realm of possibility, and in any event could, in 
and of itself, force them to conclude there was a 
reasonable doubt 

And it is disturbing that this decision Is being painted 
as simply a matter of racial retribution, of Blacks thumbing 
their collective noses at whites Based on a history of racial 
mistreatment, But even if this were so -- and there is no 
credible evidence that this has happened -- why did the 
Hispanic juror and the two white jurors -- both of whom 
were women, and would thereby be presumed to be 
predisposed to the abuse that Nicole Brown Simpson had 
experienced -- go along with the nine Blacks (eight of 
whom, we might add, were also women)? Probably be- 
cause, in this one instance, all the jurors substantially saw 
things the same way -- across the barriers of the racial 
divide 

Reasonable doubt that is the Key phrase in the 
discussions of this case. In the nation's system of criminal 
justice, O.J, Simpson does not have to prove that he is 
innocent; his accusers must prove that he is guilty. It 
appears, contrary to the venom spewing from some white 
commentators, that the jurors were able to view the case 
objectively and find that there were too many holes in the 
prosecution's case to judge that it had been made That 
does not mean the system failed, or even that racial 
reconciliation is a lost hope; it Means, to the contrary, that 
the Blacks, whites and Hispanics on the jury could share 
the same experience for nine months; examine the same 
evidence; hear the same testimony. and thereby see the 
same thing through the same eyes. And that is something 
which should not be attacked as criminal, but applauded 
as hopeful 


A diverse judiciary 


he justice system at all levels is being challenged 
d attacked because of the perception of unfair- 
Ss, Blacks have long charged that they are 
subject to disparate treatment by those who are sworn to 
uphold the law faithfully; Blacks have long believed that 
the blindfolded lady can see perfectly well enough to 
distinguish between Black and white

ways, the judiciary has been the one of the slowest

Even today, only whites serve in all but one of the 10

Even at the highest levels, Blacks have been kept out 
of the judiciary in Ohio. For years, Blacks w ched 
out of the federal judiciary: | has only been since the 1960s 
thal more than one Black was sitting on the federal 
judiciary across the country 
And in the state. in both the northern and the southern 
districts, the list of people who have ever served can be 
summarized ve hand, and you would still have fingers. 
only current federal district court judges Solomon Oliver 
and George White in the Norther District, and former 
judgé Robert M Duncan in the Southern district, have 
court bench in the 90-year 


éd on the te 


are OU 
considered for the court. For 12 years, we saw Blacks 
consistently excluded from the federal bench without even 
a prayer of inclusion 

But we believed that, under President Clinton, things 
would improve, What we have seen, however, js little 
58S in Ohio. Of the 11 appointments pending or 
only two -- Oliver and appeals court nominee 

has been a Black. And Cole's appointment 
willmake no new ground: it will only replace the sixth circuit 
court of appeals’ Nathaniel Jones, and will still result in 


only one Black judge among the 14. members of that bench 
it a replacement is not made for the coun's other retiring 
judge, Damon Keith of Michigan 

Now, in a federal district court opening in Columbus, 
the city has been dealt a stinging blow by the prospective 
nomination of U.S. Attorney Ed Sargus for the federal 
district court, This is nol an atlack on Sargus; during his 
tenure at the US. attorney's office in Columbus, he has 
made the diversifying of the almost-lily-white staff a major 
priority, Indeed, we are disappointed that some may take 
this as a critique of Sargus; we believe that, if appointed 
he will serve honorably and effectively on behalf of all 
citizens ~ 

Al the same time, we believe that the.diversity of the 
court is an important issue, a5 well. And there were some 
Qualified and talented candidates -- all of whom had judicial 
experience, which Sargus does not have -- who would 
have performed well on the federal district court 

We were confident, almost three years ago, that our 
Ohio senators would make diversity of the judicial system 
a critical priority. But we have been sadly disappointed 
Except for the appointment of Oliver, not one Black has 
pertolated up from the process in any. major position -- not 
one of the U.S. attorneys; not one of the two U.S, marshals; 
and no judge in the state's southern district 

Sadly, this was not surprising under the Republicans; 
they made no pretense of their disinterest In diversity at 
the federal appointment level (although it should be noted 
in the inte: of fairness that the U.S. marshal in the 
northern district under the Republicans was Albert Z 
Moore, a Black). But it's particularly disturbing in this 
Democratic administration, which is in office today in large 
measure because of the overwhelming support of Black 
volers 

itis unlikely, given the political dynamics and the judicial 
timeline, that President Clinton will have another oppor- 
tunity to select a Black for the federal district court in this 
first term, And, if the Republicans take back the White 
House, we have seen little inclination toward meaningful 
diversity in the courts there, So it is quite possible that the 
year 2000 will come in with the same racial composition 
as the year 1900 -- no Blacks in the federal southern district 
court of Ohio. And that doesn't send a good message to 
anybody Black 


Support the Million Man March 


he momentum is growing for Monday's Million 
Man March in Washington, D.C., despite bicker- 
ing and an apparent lack of support for the march 
from within Some leaders in the Black community, political 
and religious, have chosen not to supportthe march, many 
citing ideological differences with Minister Louis Farrak- 
han, who originally envisioned the event as a forum for 
Black men ‘straightening their backs", and making a 
commitment to family and responsibility 
With former NAACP Executive Director Rev. Ben 
Chavis, and others joining the effort, the march has taken 
on a more expanded meaning and significance. The 
march is open to all Black men, regardless of political or 
religious orientation, and in addition to the commitment to 
family and responsibility, it will be the largest gathering in 
history to register Black dissatisfaction with the status quo 
and (to show solidarity in these limes of backsliding on 
issues like affirmative action 
With so much at stake, it is deplorable that some Black 
political and religious leaders would try to thwart the effort 
by, condemning it due to the participation of a single leader 
and his followers. The battles that we must fight, must be 


fought by a united Black community. No single group or 
faction can fight them alone 

We are reminded of President Lincoln's admonishment 
that "A house divided against itself cannot stand,’ Nothing 
could be closer to the truth now. If certain groups disagree 
with the concept of the march, or its organizers, they 
should be silent, as is their right. But to actively criticize 
the march and its organizers, leads us to question the 
motives of those who appear to be working for our 
enemies to minimize the impact of this attempt to recover 
much of the solidarity and pride that'we have Jost since 
the days of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. and Malcolm X 

If you Cannot participate in Washington on Monday, we 
urge our readers to support the march, by making it 
possible for others to go. In the alternative, take time next 
Monday to reflect upon the condition of your family, and 
Black America as a whole, and make a commitment for a 
continuing and solid contribution in the future. Acommon 
sense of purpose. has been the main ingredient for suc- 
cess among other oppressed groups. If our community 
Stands up united now, Monday will go down in history as 
@ turning point for Black America 


A 12-member jury did, in four 
hours, what the President; the 
United States Congress; the gover- 
nors of the 50 states and all their 
legislators; the presidents of all the 
greatest corporations in the nation, 
and the Supreme Court, could not 
do t back race relations in 
Amefica 

At least that's the judgment ofa 
host of commentators who havel 
been evaluating the verdict in the 
O.J, Simpson case 

A"sad (day) for race relations in this country," wrote 
conservative columnist Linda Chavez 

Dinesh D'Souza -- whose book, "The End of 
Racism", has ignited a firestorm of controversy be- 
cause of its call for the end of anti-discrimination laws, 
among other things -- said that a conviction of Simpson 
would have been a positive signal in race relations in 
the nation ‘ 

"If Simpson were convicted, white America could 
breathe a sigh of relief because it would be a very 
positive sign of race relations," D'Souza said 

Frank Rich, a columnist for the New York Times, 
quoted a friend as writing, "When O.J. gets off, the 
whites Will riot the way whites do: leave the cities, go 
to Idaho or Oregon or Arizona, vote for Gingrich ... and 
punish the Blacks by closing their day-care programs 
and cutting off their Medicaid," 

David Horowitz, president of the Center for the 
Study of Popular Culture, described the verdict as a 
“disgrace” that could set back race ‘relations by 30 
years. 

A more logical response is; how could it? 

Too much has been made of the O.J. Simpson 
verdict -- by Blacks and whites. At its’ core, the 
Simpson case is simple: two people were murdered; 
the victim's ex-husband was charged with the murder 
he was tried and acquitted, by a jury that believed the 
prosecution failed to prove its case beyond a 
reasonable doubt 

But that simple framework became freighted down 
with the aspirations, angers, biases and world views ot 
a whole nation, so that a simple murder trial became a 
symbol of a nation's entire racial history. It reflected 
the taboo of whites: interracial marriage, It reflected 
the anger of women against domestic violence. It 
reflected the powerful specter of police misconduct that 
has always haunted Blacks of all stations in life 

All of them felt that a victory was necessary to 
vindicate a their vision 

But this case should not in any way become more 
than what it is: a murder trial in which one person was 
found innocent 

But with all this, the real affect of the Simpson case 
on race relations will be: nothing. White folks have 
been doing a good job in America of taking race 
relations in this country back 30 years even before this 
verdict was rendered 

Some of us cannot remember back 30 years, before 
the civil rights laws. Discrimination against Blacks was 
not only perfectly legal, it was widely practiced. Blacks 
were often poorly represented in the police forces of 
the nation, and brutality was common. Black busi- 
nesses had no protections against discrimination in the 
marketplace, and no programs to ensure their involve- 
ment. And now -- even before the verdict -- a powerful 
facially motivated movement has been sweeping the 
nation, attempting to turn back the clock to that time 

Timing is 

O.J. Simpson must be out of his

Reports have surfaced that LA's 
most spotlighted citizen has 
skipped on down to-the Dominican 
Republic for a speedy marriage to 
his Italian model-actress girlfriend, 
Paula Barbieri, 

The rumor began in an Italian 
newspaper three days after the 
former football star was acquitted 
of charges he murdered his ex-wife arid her friend. 

{f this rumor is true, two things will emerge in my 
mind, One: O.J. has the |.Q. of a ham hock. Two: His 
deductive logic skills are in need of some fine tuning. 

O.J, Simpson owes a debt of gratitude to the majority 
of African-Americans. This debt probably can never be 
fepaid, The majority of white Americans believed then, 
as they do now, that the Juice did in Nicole and Ron 
Goldman. The majority of African-Americans, on the 
other hand, believed that he didn’t or couldn't do such 
adastardly dead. And in the end, a predominately Black 
jury -- thanks in large measure to racist, rogue LAPD 
detective Mark Fuhrman -- let Simpson walk out of the 
courtroom a free man 

As I've said before, since his collage days, O.J. 
Simpson has lived in a white world. If not a white world, 
at least a color blind world. He's never identified totally 
with the African-American community, its causes or 
agendas 

But when the going got rough for Simpson, it was 
African-Americans who came to his support and res- 
cue 

if | was in Simpson's shoes, the first thing | would 
have done was to begin making preparations to some-

Will the verdict of these twelve people mean that 
Republicans in the Congress will attempt to gut federal 
affirmative action laws? Well, they were doing that 
before the verdict. Will it mean that they will, in the 
words of Rich's friend, gut medicaid or day care-or 
welfare? Well, they were doing that before the verdict 

Will it mean that the U.S, Supreme Court will attempt 
to tear down the nation’s anti-discrimination protec- 
tions piece by piece? They were doing that before O.J 
was ever arrested for domestic violence, and they have 
continued to this day. 

Will it mean that men like D'Souza will not write 
books encouraging the ending of civil rights protec- 
tions, and stereotyping all Blacks as being types and 
shadows of American slavery? The book came out 
before the verdict was rendered 

Will it mean that Pete Wilson, the governor of 
California, will eliminate all affirmative action programs 
in the entire state, including those in the University of 
California system? Well, he did that before the verdict 

Will it mean that skinheads will be ascendant, and 
they will terrorize Blacks across the country? Instan- 
ces of hate crimes against Blacks were rising across 
the country before the verdict 

Race "relations," after all, are pretty much shot in 
America. The well of racial tolerance, never particular- 
ly deep or fresh, has been poisoned by the debate over 
affirmative action and welfare policy. 

Some have argued that the decision represented 
"jury nullification," in which a jury ignores the evidence 
to send amessage. But with all the evidence leading 
the jury to have a reasonable doubt of Simpson's guilt, 
white commentators (and even some Blacks) were 
hoping tor a guilty verdict from the predominately-Black 
jury, as if the sacrifice of Simpson on the altar of the 
criminal justice system could expiate the nation’s tragic 
history and atone for its sins. But it cannot, any more 
than his acquittal can change 400 years of history -- or 
a present filled with racial inequity, police brutality and 
misconduct, racial hatemongering 

and division 

The O.J. Simpson trial became a microcosm of all 
the national debate about race -- so much so that 
Blacks and whites alike were totally invested in the 
outcome. But the reality is that there is nothing in this 
simple murder case -- not even a guilty verdict -- that 
would alter the nation’s racial history, or even ease the 
anger and bitterness between Blacks and whites. Al- 
most 30 years ago, in the wake of the nation’s devas- 
tating racial riots, the Kerner Commission said that we 
were “two nations, Black and white, separate and 
unequal." The Simpson case has neither revealed that 
nor even exacerbated that; it has only reminded us of 
that. And that -- along with the deaths of Nicole Brown 
Simpson and Ronald Goldman -- is the real tragedy of 
this tragic case

to musician’s 
‘Groove’ 


Hey, this one’s for you. No, it’s nota 
Bud, it’s a groove. Columbus native Dean 
Francis recently released his debut 
album, “This Groove's For You." 

Francis is no stranger to the music 
scene, "My first musical experience was 
piano lessons at 6 years old,” he says 
Francis continued his musical education 
by taking up the drums at age 13 at East 
High School's summer music program 
under legendary band director Ted 
Turner. Francis was then a student at 
Champion Junior High School (now 
known as Champion Middle School) 

A jack-of-all-trades in music, Francis 
learned to play the keyboard al age 16 as 
an East High School student. "| wanted to 
learn to compose and the keyboard is the 
basic instrument" for composition, he 
says. By the way, the keyboard is con- 
sidered a percussion instrument because 
it achieves it sounds by a hammer hitting

a chord, Francis related 

Around the time Francis took up the 
keyboard he and some of his band bud- 
dies formed the Soul Rockers, a jazz 
band, The trio also featured Skip Ander- 
son, who now plays with none other than 
Luther Vandross 

Showing his diversity and many 
talents, Francis penned the first-ever 
Black rock opera entitled "Societyline" at 
age 19 while a student at Capital Univer- 
sity. The piece was performed by Capital's 
theatre department in 1972. Having at- 
tended Central State University briefly, 
Francis earned a bachelor's degree in 
speech and communication arts from 
Capital 

Francis is well known in the central 
Ohio community, mainly from his position 
as the media and public relations 
specialist at the J. Ashburn Jr. Youth Cen- 
ter, Inc., 64 S. Highland Ave. He is a 
member of Second Baptist Church, Phi 
Mu Alpha Sinphonia Fraternity, the 
Columbus Branch NAACP, and js presi- 
dent of the Minority Musicians Guild. He 
does motivational speaking and or- 
ganizes anti-violerice rallies with Colum- 
bus police. 

Francis also operates his own produc- 
tion company, Dean Francis Music Media, 
which produces radio jingles and 
television commercials tor the Columbus 
Urban League, the Ohio Department of 
Tourism, Leo's Chicken, Hair-N-Stuff 
Beauty Supply and the Ohio Lottery. 

Last year, Francis performed and 
produced an anti-violence rap video en- 
titled "Without Guns." The video featured 
youth he works with at the J, Ashburn 
center, The message-oriented project 
won a Prized Pieces Award from the Na- 
tional Black Programming Consortium 
last year. Several other projects by Fran- 
cis have also won awards: “The Real Deal 
Rap,” another anti-drug music video; 
“Rape and the Africentric Perspective," a 
documentary; and "Nobody's Keeping 
Me," a music video about homelessness 

Francis’ big project at the moment is 
his three-album record deal. "This is one 
of my major life achievements. I've been 
trying to get a record deal since | was in 
high school," he says. 

Ironically, the German record label 
Soulciety was more receptive to Francis’ 
work than record companies here in the 
States. "Familiarity breeds contempt," he 
speculates as the reason why not only 
American record companies, but Black 
radio statiogs in Columbus have given 
Francis the cold shoulder. 

Francis related that most radio sta- 
tions, including those owned and 
operated by African Americans, only play 
artists from major labels in heavy rotation.

They 
don't label themselves as a "gospel 
group" because they want to reach 
the people who listen to Snoop 
Doggy Dog and Ice Cube. 


The record executives in Ger- 
many treated Francis like a king at 
recent release parties in Hamburg 
in Berlin, he says.

most overcompensate to show that 
that day is gone and that they're 
accepting of other cultures,” Fran- 
cis asserts. 

It's also ironic that many his- 
torians cite Europe as the place

where notions of white superiority 
originated but now Europe is more 
liberated and open-minded than 
America, the so-called land of the 
free. 

“Europeans are more into quality 
as opposed to quality. They study 
things more deeply and look for the 
deeper meaning in things. They 
don't have as many hang-ups ra- 
cially or sexually," Francis says. 
“People around the world are eager 
to experience American culture, 
especially Black music. Black 
music is exploding all around the 
world.” 

Even with all of his success 
abroad, Francis isn't ready to close 
up shop and abandon Columbus. 
He is the president of Minority 
“Musicians Guild of Columbus and 
often plays dates around the city 
with the Inner City Blues Band. His 
new album is available at area CD 
& Tape Outlet stores.

Who made the first one? Was it made 
from a stone and dressed in grass? Was 
it made from a tree and dressed in 
leaves? From where did dolls come? No 
one knows, not even the maven of every- 
thing, Buzzy Bee. But Buzzy does know 
afew things about dolls, including his own 
doll, Prissy Pree. Actually, Prissy is the 
one who told him everything he knows 
about those little things that are favorite 
toys of little girls and sometimes little 
boys.

10 foods you should never eat!!

According to the Nutrition Ac- 
tion Healthletter, the following are 
10 foods you should never eat: 

1. Quaker 100% Natural Oats & 
Honey Cereal -- A 1/2 cup serving 
is coated with three teaspoons of 
sugar and drenched with more 
artery-clogging fat (3.5 grams) than 
you'd get in a small McDonald's 
hamburger. A better choice would 
be a low-fat, low-sugar, whole-grain 
cereals like Post Grape-Nuts, 
Nabisco Shredded Wheat or 
General Mills’ Wheaties. If you're 
stuck on granola (and sugar) al 
least choose a product like 
Kellogg's Low Fat Granola, Quaker 
100% Natural Low Fat, or Fat-Free 
Granola from Health Valley. 

2. Gwaltney Chicken Franks -- 
Chicken or turkey on the label does 
not necessarily mean less fat. Com- 
panies like Grillmaster, Gwaltney, 
Mr. Turkey, and Weaver make 
chicken or turkey dogs with 11 
grams of fat each. Butterball, Heal- 
thy Choice, Hormel, Oscar Mayer 
and ‘Yves Veggie Cuisine make 
pork, beef, turkey, or tofu franks 
with zero to 1 1/2 grams of fat. Now 
if they could just cut the salt! 

3. Dunkin’ Donuts Plain Cake 
Doughnut -- You could turn down 
the glazed, frosted, and “kreme" 
doughnuts and still end up with as 
much artery-clogging fat as a Big 
Mac simply by eating a plain cake 
doughnut. This is because of the 
trans fats in the shortening Dunkin’ 
Donuts uses to fry.all (yes all) its 
doughnuts, Instead try a 
McDonald's apple bran muffin 
which is nearly fat-free. 

4. Nissin Cup Noodles With 
Shrimp -- Like the potato chips, the 
noodles are pre-fried and salted. 
Nissin compounds the problem by 
frying. in-aitery-ologging paim oil 
and dumping on 13 times more 
sodium (1,550 g.) than the chips. 
You'd be better off with a orie-ounce 
bag of about 14 potato c.ips, Try 
Fantastic Foods Chickiin Free 
Ramen Noodles instead. 

5, Movie theater popcorn 
pop in coconut oil -- A large 
bucket of unbuttered popcorn. at 
theaters (like United Artists) that

pop in coconut oil has almost three 
days’ worth of artery-clogging fat! 
Add the fake “butter” and you'll 
boost the cholesterol-raising fat to 
almost four days worth. That's like 
eating eight McDonald's Big Macs. 
Even a small bucket contains al- 
most a day's wortheof saturated fat. 
Choose a theater that uses air-pop- 
per popcorn, or at least one that 
pops its corn in a heart-healthier oil 
like corn or safflower. Another op- 
tion is to take your Own, 

6, Oscar Mayer Lunchables -- It 
would be hard to invent a worse 
food than these.combos of heavily 
processed meat, artery-clogging 
cheese, and mostly white-flour 
crackers, The line averages six 
teaspoons of fat (that's 62 percent 
of the calories) and 1,707 mg. of 
sodium. Instead, try eight Reduced 
Fat Triscuits (they're whole wheat) 
and two Slices of Louis Rich Oven 
Roasted. and Fat Free Turkey 
Breast, 

7. Haagen-Dazs Extraas -- 
Haagen-Dazs has managed to 
make its line of gourmet ice cream 
extra fatty by adding ingredients like 
fudge, almonds, pecans, or 
brownies to its already-fatty ice 
cream, Eat a cup of Extraas Triple 
Brownie Overload and you've 
downed 40 grams of fat...almost as 
much as a half a stick of butter. And 
a cup .of Extraas Cookie Dough 
Dynamo or Caramel Cone Ex- 
plosion has more artery-clogging 
saturated (24 grams) than three

In addition to information on 
FDA-certified mammography 
facilities, the CIS provides callers 
with a variety of cancer information 
from state-of-the-art cancer treat- 
ment to locations of low-cost mam- 


mography facilities. The CIS ser- 
vice is available weekdays from 9 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Eastern Standard 
Time. Additionally, the CiS outreach 
program supports educational in- 
itiatives in each of its 19 regional 
offices across the country. 

Breast cancer is the second 
leading cause of death from cancer 
for women. In the 1990s, nearly half 
a million women will die from breast 
cancer. There is consensus among 
experts that regular mammography 
screening can reduce breast can- 
cer mortality by about one-third for 
women age 50 and over. The NCI 
is the lead federal agency for re- 
search on the causes, prevention, 
early detection, diagnosis and treat- 
ment of cancer.

(CCC), members are paid the 
federal minimum hourly wage with

and board. Incentive pay increases 
are awarded to corps members who 
are promoted for their jeadership 


deductions for income tax 


abilities, as well as benefits 
authorized.by the Bureau of 
Worker's Compensation 


In order to be accepted into the 
program, participants must be un 
employed and in need of employ- 
ment, have no history of serious 
criminal or other antisocial behavior 
that might endanger their safety or 
that of others, be physically 
qualified*to. participate fully in the 
various work and learning projects 
of the program and have’ a Social 
Security number., 


CCC's work can be seen in state 
parks and nature preserves 
throughout Ohio. Since 1978, CCC 
has been building trails 
boardwalks, outbuildings and other 
structures for the Ohio Department 
of Natural Resources 


In addition, the Ohio State Fair 
provides CCC with an opportunity 
to showcase their abilities with 


landscaping by corp members 
Fairs and expositions provide an 
opportunity for CCC to exhibit their 
expertise, Metropark systems and 
local communities have also relied 
on CCC's work 


The program was sponsored by 
the Ohio State Legislature in 1977 
S'a division of the Department of 
Natural Resources, CCC carries on 
the traditions of the Federal CCC of 
the 1930s and 1940s. Corp mem 
bers are dedicated to conservation 
efforts and have completed 
thousands of jobs throughout Ohio 


The program offers full-time 
employment and the opportunity to 
learn specific job skills which can be 
used afterwards for many outdoor 
jobs. Through leadership corp 
members also develop good work 
habits and gain valuable ex 
perience ci 

In the’ CCC program there are 
both residence and non-residence 
camps. According to Orvelle Johns, 
CCC market administrator, their are 
11 campsites throughout Ohio, with 
185-200 members statewide. Two 
of the 11 campsin Ohio are residen 
tial 


Johns said the corp members 
work-—with professionals to learn 
hands-on the skills they need, for 
their work with the Ohio Department 
of Natural Resources. “It's amazing 
the skills they get," he said. “When 
they walk out they should be able to 
get jobs." 

In addition to the practical skills 
and knowledge corps members 
develop, theré is room for advance- 
ment in the program. Each step up 
in the ladder pays more money. “It 
is a very good proyram. Young 
people and the staff need to know 
the full benefits,” Johns concluded 

Bill. Thomas, who is a camp 
manager for one of the residents, 
has been involved with CCC for 17 
years, Thomas became involved 
with the organization since shortly 
after its inception and has been in 
charge of his camp for three years. 

Thomas’ motivation in the pro- 
gram is being able to work with 
young people, “I want to influence 
some young people positively," he 
said, He added he wants to help the 
young people that work for them. 
The corp members learn skills 
under his direction and continue to 
use those skills. "| don't do it for 
them. It is a cooperative effort," 
Johns said. 
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Thomas also said that a vast 
majority of the participants in his 
camp go on to do different types of 
outdoor work. He said the CCC is 
an opportunity for corp members to 
work on different projects and skills 
including learning landscaping, car 
pentry and construction 

In addition to those skills, 
Thomas believes his corp members 
learn how to come to a regular job 
on time, with reguiar attendance 
and learn how to cooperate with 
co-workers and superiors. In order 
to avoid problems Thomas tells his 
corp members upfront what they 
can expect in the program 

Some of. the projects Thomas 
current corp has worked on include 
renovating a lob cabin in Groveport, 
including adding 'a basement and 
replacing damaged material; 
landscaping at the Ohio State Fair; 
extensive trailwork and construc- 
tion of a picnic ground at Alum 
Creek; and building a dock and 
peer 


CCC is always looking forward to 
new projects and take suggestions 
from the community. For further in- 
formation on how CCC can yelp 
improve a community's look, con- 
tact ODNR's Division of Civilian 
Conservation at 265-6423. 


“The people we do work for are 
very happy,” Thomas said. “They 
ask us to come back.” 

Wade Edwards is one of 
Thomas’ current corp members 
Edwards, 22, responded to an ad 
he saw in-a paper for CCC. He 
became involved with the program 
because of the hands-on training 
and experience he could receive 

Some of the other things Ed- 
wards was interested in include 
being outside, physical labor, con- 
struction, masonry, plumbing, 
electricity and carpentry. “Being 
outdoors was something | really 
liked," Edwards said. "It really 
seemed like a good opportunity." 

Eventually Edwards said he 
would like to own his own landscap- 
ing business and use some of the 
skills that he developed with the 
ccc 

Edwards gives credit to the CCC 
staff, "Bill Thomas, Terry Umic, Beth 
Wilson are the best CCC staff in 
Columbus and throughout Ohio 
camps," he said. "They always take 
time out to listen and are willing to 
help. They see us work and thank 
us for it." 

Edwards has three children and 
a wife, He qives credit to God for his 


success. “God gets me through the 
difficult times. Without him | 
wouldn't do better," he said. Ed- 
wards would also like to minister
